The Cariboo Sentind vontains a private letter 
from Hon, P. O'Reilly, dated Wild Horse Creek, 
June 18th. The letter; contains nothing later 
than what we published several days ago, bat we 
glean the following additiounl particulars: Mr, 
Reid is about to establish an express from Hope 
to Kootenay. The mines on Wild Horse Creek, 
so far as known, are “shallow disgings,” {rom 
4 to 10 feet below the surface. The gold is most- 
ly found on the bed-rock, which is blue slate, 
soft and easily worked, The scarcity of provi- 
sions and the high stage of the water had greatly 
retarded mining operatiuns, ‘The creek and low 
benches were paying from $1® to $15 to the 
hand, and 3 companies in one week had taken 
out 100 ox. per day. There were about 800 men 
at work, and 400 more who could get no employ- 
ment until the water had fallen. No prospecting 
for new diggings was guing on. Nothing addi- 
tional from. Elk River. The letter conclades 
thus :—*" We are all very quiet, though if we 
were to believe all we hear, one-half of the popu- 
lation is made up of morderers, highwaymen and 
horse-thieves. There is very little litigation. 
The climate is pWecided improvement en that of 
Cariboo, though; the country is not so open as 
was represented.”

It is known §o most of our readers that a del- 
egation from Uanmia, coasisting of the Honor- 
ables McDonald, Brown, Galt, and Carteir, have 


been in England for sume time, fur the purpose: 


of promoting the Federation acheme, the settle- 
ment of the north-west boundary, and other im- 
portant questions. In alluding to the subject 
the Toronto Globe of June 5th, says : ,“‘ The del- 
egation have been received i England with hon- 
ors which, we believe, have not usually been 
conferred on representatives of Colonial Govern- 
ments. This may, perhaps be considered a tri- 
fling matter so far as the individuals are concern- 
ed, but. we fancy, that)it.-marks a new era in our 
history. It is abundantly evident that the Eng- 
lish people are beginning to realize the importance 
of the colony which has grown up vn this side 
of the Atlantic, and are disposed to treat its re- 
presentatives with the distinction due to them by 
virtue of the position which they occupy. »They 


‘have received faarks of peculiar kindness from 


Her Majesty and the Prince of Wales, who are, 
we believe, ‘lesirous of showing their warm ap- 
preciation of the welcome extended to the latter 
during his visit to Canada. At all the public as- 
semblages at which they have been present, the 
delegates have been received with honors equal 
to thuse accurded to the chief representatives of 
furéign nations, and to the highest officials of 
the Crown in Englaod, ‘The delegates liave been 
enabled to state the position of Canada in the 
most effective manner, to the most infinential pub- 
lie men, the leaders of society, of parlianient and 
of the press, and we are happy to say that they 
have met with marked success in their efforts to 
remove the misapprehensions which have cloud- 
ed to.some extept the usually clear sight of the 
English people. They have presented to the 
Ministers the policy which they desire to be pur- 
sued on the part of the Provincial Governments, 
It is not proper that we should here specify that 
policy. Suffice it to say, that it includes a basis 
upun which the connection between the nother 
country aud the.coluny will be rendered firm and 
lasting, aid inclides also many measures which 
will immensely chbance the prosperity of the 
country, and furward the development of its re- 
sources. This policy the deputation have discus 
sed with indiviilual members of the Government, 
aud they have also held aconference witha com- 
mittee of the Cabinet, They have found a very 
general acquieacence in the abstract justice and 
correctness of their views, and are confident that 
an arrangement will be arrived.at which will be 
evsinently satisfactory to the people of Canada.”
